Cripple Creek, Col.—Wire Attorney 
General Davies to be sure not to give 
out to the reporters the Van Wyck 
answer at this time. It must be helc 
until after the election is over. This 
would imperil our chances and get us 
into a useless wrangle. I have also 
wired1 Davies. 
B. D. Oriel]. 


Mr. Otlell was asked at Ids home in 


Newburg today to affirm or deny tbe 
authenticity of tlie telegram, but rs- 
fusecl to make ny statement at this 
time. 


A reporter called on Governor 


Roosuvelt at his home in Oyster Bay 
today and nsked him as to the genu- 
ineness of the telegram given above. 
The governor declined to make inny 
statement beyond calling- attention to 
tbe fact that about ten days before 
the election he said to newspaper re- 
porters tbat there was no possible.ob- 
jection to Mayor "VanWyck giving 
out his 'answer, but as far ns he was 
concerned the usual custom would 
be. followed, and' that the answer, to- 
gether with any 
communications 


-from the attorney general, would be 
made public at the same time tbe de- 
cision was given out. 


•In tlie letter of Attorney General 


Davies to Governor Roosevelt, dated 
October 4, communicating the answer 
of Mayor VanWyck, the attorney 
general says: 


"The mayor by Ms answer admits 


that during his incumbency of the 
office he has been1 the owner of shares 
of stock In the American Ice com- 
pany. 
He also admits -tbat during 


the period in which he was the owner 
of such stock tbe American Ice com- 
pany had contracts with tbe city for 
the sale-of ice to various departments 
of the city and for the leasing of 
docks belonging to the city. 


"In my opinion, the owner of stock 


in the corporation is interested with- 
in the meaning of that word as em- 
ployed in section 1533 of the Greater 
New York charter in a contract be- 
tween the corporation and the city." 


Further on in his letter to the gov- 


ernor ,the attorney general says: 


"In order to justify the mayor's 


removal, I do not believe that it is 
necessary to establish a case against 
liim upon which 'he could be con- 
victed of a crime under the provisions 
of section 1533 above referred to, but 
I do believe there should he clear and 
satisfactory evidence of his moral 
guilt. 


"It is of the utmost importance 


that no further proceedings should be 
taken in this matter unless you are 
satisfied that the charges can be sus- 
tained. 
The mayor of the greatest 


city in America should not be humili- 
ated by being placed upon trial upon 
charges which are groundless or 
which cannot be proven. 
Under all 


•these cii'cumstances and in view of 
the fact that the charges are made 
upon information and 'belief nnd con- 
sidering the great expense to lioth the 
anayor and the state involved iu such 
n trial, I believe that before a com- 
missioner is appointed or any further 
proceedings taken in this matter you 
should require the petitioners to 
place you in possession, of evidence 
•which standing alone nnd undisputed 
would justify the removal of the 
mayor. 


'•In my judgment .the mayor's ans- 


wer should not be made public at this 
time. As I nave already stated, its 
denials and allegations tire clear and 
explicit and it might at once be sug- 
gested that tbe charges should bo 
dismissed or that n commissioner 
should be at once appointed and the 
mayor given a speedy opportunity to 
exouorato himself.

Logansport Journal, as follows: 


"I suppose you have heard of th' 


tragic death of poor Captain 
Mc- 


Quiston. 
We have now received al 


the particulars direct from relatives 
and friends In the Philippines. Cap- 
tain McQuiston had been sick foi 
weeks with dengue fever and was 
entirely alone at his out-of-the-way 
post; that is. no officer was stntionet 
there but himself. He had therefor 
none to take care of him and more 
aver no one to relieve 
him of his 


work, so he dragged himself abou 
trying to attend to his duties and 
took enormous doses of quinine to 
subdue his fever.
